REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER. 


To  the  Education  Committee, 

Warwickshire  County  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  School  Health 
Service  in  Warwickshire  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1947.  This  is  the  thirty-seventh 
report  since  school  medical  examinations  were  first  undertaken  in  1908. 

As  in  recent  years,  the  Ministry  of  Education  ask  for  a  report  on  the  health  and  well 
being  of  school  children  during  1947,  and  on  any  special  features  of  interest  in  the  working 
of  the  School  Health  Service.

Periodic  Medical  Examinations. 

Details  of  the  periodic  examinations  are  given  in  Table  1  of  the  Statistical  Tables  in 
the  Appendix  of  this  Report. 

The  grand  total  of  examinations  was  32,076,  an  increase  of  3,235  on  the  1946  figure. 

The  Revised  School  Medical  and  Dental  Record  Cards  drawn  up  by  the  Ministry  of 
Education  have  been  obtained  complete  with  suitable  Envelope  Covers.  The  cards  are  being 
gradually  introduced  as  recommended  by  the  Minister.  The  information  required  on  the 
Medical  Record  Card  is  much  more  detailed  than  required  in  the  past.  It  is  understood  the 
Ministry  of  Health  are  contemplating  the  introduction  of  a  similar  Record  Card  for  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service.

Section  48  (3) — Medical  Treatment  of  Children. 

The  Weekly  Returns  received  during  the  year  from  Hospitals  show  that  8,021  individual 
children  as  against  5,653  in  1946  were  treated  at  Hospitals — 2,636  as  in-patients  and  5,385 
as  out-patients. 

Section  54 — Louse  Infestation. 

Under  this  Section  power  is  given  to  ensure  cleanliness.  The  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officers,  and  the  County  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  have  been  approached  by  the 
Education  Committee  to  be  the  persons  who  shall  carry  out  examinations  of  persons  and 
clothing  of  school  children.

Comparison  with  the  figures  shewn  for  the  years  1945  and  1946,  shews  a  very  substantial 
increase  in  the  activities  of  the  Health  Visiting  Staff.  I  think  Miss  Westwater,  the  County 
Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  is  to  be  congratulated  on  this  achievement  in  the  face  of 
the  very  many  difficulties  she  had  to  meet  during  the  year  due  to  illness  and  replacement 
of  staff  on  account  of  resignations  and  retirements. 

During  the  year  the  four  Treatment  Centres  continued  to  function.  At  these  Centres 
Special  persons  are  employed  to  treat  Scabies  and  to  remove  nits  and  kill  the  pediculii.

Nutrition. 

A  record  of  the  children  examined  is  given  in  Table  I  IB.  of  the  Appendix.  From  this 
table  it  will  be  seen  that  some  97%  of  the  children  are  shewn  as  normal  in  nutrition. 

In  previous  years  a  comparison  was  made  in  the  percentages,  but  it  is  rather  difficult 
to  make  an  exact  comparison  with  the  previous  year’s  figures  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Ministry  of  Education  revised  the  headings  for  the  various  groups  of  nutrition  which  means 
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that  the  information  obtained  for  1947  cannot  strictly  be  compared  with  that  obtained  in 
previous  jrears.  It  can,  however,  be  said  that  the  percentage  of  children  placed  in  the  first 
nutritional  grade  has  increased  by  28%  and  correspondingly  the  second  or  sub-normal  group 
has  decreased  by  26%.  It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  a  good  standard  of  nutrition  is  being 
maintained. 

It  will  be  seen  there  is  a  marked  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  skin  diseases.  As  skin 
diseases  are  attributable  in  part  at  least  to  low  standard  of  nutrition,  the  percentage  of  good 
nutrition  is  supported  or  confirmed  by  the  marked  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  skin  diseases. 

In  previous  reports  the  provision  of  meals  and  milk  in  Schools  has  repeatedly  been 
stressed  as  a  strong  contributory  factor  for  the  gradual  improvement  in  the  standard  of 
nutrition.  The  gradual  extensions  of  School  Milk  and  Meals  as  shewn  later  in  this  report 
is  reflected  in  the  nutritional  statistics  and  there  can  therefore  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  value 
of  these  two  services. 


Skin  Disease. 

40  cases  of  Scalp  Ringworm  were  recorded  as  against  115  in  1946,  75  in  1945  and  27 
in  1944. 

In  addition,  92  cases  of  Body  Ringworm  were  recorded  as  against  38  in  1946,  27  in  1945 
and  94  in  1944. 

As  in  previous  years  facilities  for  X-ray  epilation  of  Scalp  Ringworm  were  available 
at  the  Skin  Hospital,  Birmingham,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  additional  arrangements 
were  completed  for  children  in  the  Rugby  area  to  receive  the  necessary  x-ray  treatment  at 
the  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and  subsequent  follow-up  treatment  at  the  Hospital  of  St. 
Cross,  Rugby,  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  J.  A.  Overton,  Dermatologist  to  the  Hospital. 

In  view  of  a  suspected  outbreak  of  ringworm  in  the  Rugby  Borough  area,  Dr.  M.  J. 
Kelly,  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer,  carried  out  a  full  inspection  of  all  schools  within 
the  Borough  with  the  Woods  Diagnostic  Lamp,  and  the  following  results  were  obtained  : —

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  children  dealt  with,  which 
was  due  to  a  temporary  but  unavoidable  cessation  of  the  clinic  in  Rugby. 

There  were  164  cases  of  external  eye  disease  as  against  111  in  the  previous  year.  The 
cases  included  conjunctivitis,  blepharitis,  corneal  opacities  and  other  conditions. 

The  strength  of  the  part-time  Ophthalmic  Staff  remains  the  same,  and  our  thanks  are 
due  to  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeons  for  keeping  up  the  standard  of  the  Service  despite  the 
difficult  conditions  under  which  they  have  worked  in  some  of  the  Clinics.

Squint. 

Children  suffering  from  Squint  who  require  operative  treatment  are  referred  to  the  Birm¬ 
ingham  and  Midland  Eye  Hospital  ;  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital ;  the  Warneford 
Hospital,  Leamington  Spa  ;  the  Nuneaton  General  Hospital,  Nuneaton  and  the  Hospital  of 
St.  Cross,  Rugby. 

In  addition  Squint  Clinics  are  held  in  Leamington  Spa,  the  Coventry. and  Warwickshire 
Hospital,  Coventry,  the  Nuneaton  General  Hospital  and  the  Birmingham  and  Midland  Eye 
Hospital. 

Orthoptic  exercises  have  a  real  place  in  Ophthalmology.  It  is  important  to  direct  attention 
to  the  two  separate  and  distinct  aspects  of  the  problem  of  squint — the  functional  and  the 
cosmetic.  It  is  a  relatively  easy  matter  to  operate  upon  a  squint  and  achieve  a  cosmetically 
satisfactory  result  ;  but  only  by  the  merest  chance  would  such  a  result  carry  with  it  the 
effect  of  converting  the  previously  functionally  one-eyed  patient  into  a  functionally  two-eyed 
one,  possessing  binocular  vision  with  all  its  advantages  of  visual  depth.  Further,  the  chance 
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of  the  cosmetic  result  remaining  permanent  throughout  life  is  considered  to  be  infinitely 
greater  and  it  is  here  that  the  value  of  orthoptic  exercises  is  realised  ;  given  in  suitable  cases 
before  operation  to  stimulate  the  binocular  faculty,  and  afterwards  to  educate  it,  they  form  a 
most  valuable  adjunct  to  surgical  treatment. 

It  has  on  more  than  one  occasion  been  reported  that  children  on  the  whole  attend 
regularly  and  work  well  with  the  exercises  and  other  training.  Transport  difficulties  have 
stopped  a  number  of  cases  from  attending. 

It  is  hoped  at  an  earl}*  date  to  open  a  number  of  clinics  in  the  County  with  a  view  to 
alleviating  the  transport  difficulties. 

Nose  and  Throat  Defects  (Table  III). 

1,165  children  as  against  1,325  children  in  the  previous  year  received  treatment  for 
unhealthy  tonsils  and  adenoids  under  the  Authority’s  Scheme. 

The  returns  for  the  year  under  review  shew  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  children 
treated,  due  to  the  suspension  of  operations  in  July,  1947,  in  view  of  the  outbreak  of 
Poliomyelitis  throughout  the  country. 

The  majority  of  hospitals  resumed  normal  operative  work  in  November,  1947,  although 
it  was  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  operating  surgeons. 

Negotiations  for  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  facilities  to  be  available  at  Sutton  Coldfield  and 
Tamworth  Hospitals  have  now  been  completed  and  admission  will  be  resumed  in  the  New 
Year. 

Aural  Consultative  Clinic  Service. 

The  three  Aural  Clinics  established  at  the  Warneford  Hospital,  Leamington  Spa ; 
Riversley  Park  Clinic,  Nuneaton  ;  and  in  the  First  Aid  Post  premises,  Rugby,  have  worked 
to  full  capacity  throughout  the  year.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  work  of  the  County  Physiotherapists. 
This  is  entirely  due  to  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Mason  and  the  unfortunate  fact  that  it  has 
been  found  impossible  to  appoint  a  successor. 

This  meant  that  the  remaining  Physiotherapist — Miss  Bailey —  has  had  to  do  her  best 
by  coping  with  all  the  very  urgent  cases  throughout  the  County  leaving  the  more  minor 
cases  without  supervision. 

Handicapped  Pupils. 

In  the  Report  for  1946  a  Table  was  included  setting  out  the  number  of  Handicapped 
Pupils  in  the  County  which  had  been  ascertained  by  a  preliminary  survey. 


During  the  year  under  review,  Children  from  the  preliminary  Survey  were  examined  and 
reported  upon  fully.

With  regard  to  Educationally  Sub-Normal  children  admission  to  Special  Boarding  Schools 
still  remains  a  serious  problem  and  is  likely  to  continue  for  some  time  to  come. 


During  the  year  under  review  58  children  were  examined  in  addition  to  the  Educationally 
Sub-Normal  referred  to  in  the  previous  table,  and  were  referred  to  the  County  Education 
Officer  for  action  under  Section  57(3)  of  the  Education  Act,  1944. 

Epileptics  are  also  very  difficult  to  deal  with  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  few  Special 
Schools  available  now  require  a  Psychologist’s  Report,  which  means  that  the  majority  of  cases 
are  refused  on  the  grounds  of  the  low  I.Q. 

Paediatrics. 

The  arrangements  continued  for  Special  Cases  to  be  referred  to  the  County  Paediatrician 
by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers. 

The  consultations  are  carried  out  at  either  Warwick,  Nuneaton,  Rugby  or  Stratford-on- 
Avon  E.M.S.  Hospitals. 

Child  Guidance. 

Special  Cases  have  during  the  year  been  referred  to  the  Clinics  established  at  the  Warne- 
ford  Hospital,  Leamington  Spa  ;  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby  ;  Coventry  and  Warwickshire 
Hospital,  Coventry  ;  and  the  Nuneaton  Clinic. 

Hill  Orchard  Special  School  for  Difficult  Boys. 

This  School  is  serving  a  very  useful  purpose  for  the  maladjusted. 

The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  pay  recognised  periodic  visits  to  examine  the 
boys. 

Speech  Therapy. 

All  six  Speech  Clinics  have  been  well  attended  during  the  year,  although  the  bad  weather 
last  winter  prevented  some  of  the  children  from  reaching  the  various  towns  where  the  Clinics 
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are  held.  It  is  hoped  that  when  two  Speech  Therapists  are  working  in  the  County,  five  more 
Clinics  will  be  opened,  some  at  least  in  rural  areas,  so  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  chil¬ 
dren  living  in  outlying  districts  to  travel  so  far. 

Solihull  Speech  Clinic  was  opened  in  July  this  year  and  shows  every  sign  of  developing 
into  a  very  busy  Clinic,  possibly  requiring  a  full  day  instead  of  one  half-day  session  a  week  as 
at  present. 

Teachers  at  schools  attended  by  patients  have  given  an  immense  amount  of  help  by  send¬ 
ing  reports  and  helping  the  Therapists  in  innumerable  ways. 
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(B)  CLINICAL  ANALYSIS  OF  SPEECH  DEFECTS. 
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Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year  we  had  a  national  epidemic  of  Poliomyelitis. 

In  Warwickshire  77  cases  were  reported  and  of  these  47  were  children  of  school  age  and 
30  pre-school  age. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  attack  was  only  slight  and  full  recovery  was  reported, 
but  12  cases  at  the  expiration  of  the  infectious  period  were  transferred  for  further  treatment 
to  Orthopaedic  Hospitals. 

It  is  regretted  that  there  were  4  fatal  cases  reported  (1  school  child,  3  pre-school). 

The  Children's  Bill. 

In  anticipation  of  the  Children’s  Bill  a  Children’s  Committee  has  been  established.  This 
Committee  will  undertake  the  supervision  of  all  children  deprived  of  a  normal  home  life 
and  have  in  consequence  been  removed  from  their  homes.  In  addition  the  Committee  are 
to  supervise  children’s  homes  of  one  kind  and  another  ;  foster-homes ;  and  residential  and 
day  Nurseries.

Provision  of  Meals. 

During  the  year  under  review  an  average  of  22,943  meals  were  being  provided  daily  in  the 
schools  as  against  19,309  in  1946,  15,680  in  1945,  8,366  in  1944,  5,737  in  1943  and  3,576 
in  1942. 

This  represents  44.9%  of  the  children  in  attendance  as  against  40.9%  in  1946  and  31.3% 
in  1945. 

During  the  year  a  further  25  canteens  have  been  established  in  schools,  bringing  the 
number  to  a  total  of  206  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Milk  in  Schools. 

The  summary  of  returns  from  Head  Teachers  shews  that  during  the  year  an  average 
of  45,315  children  was  recorded  as  actually  receiving  milk  in  schools  as  against  44,165  in  1946 
and  35,193  in  1945. 

This  represents  88.7%  of  the  children  in  attendance. 

Dental  Service. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Crossley,  Senior  Dental  Officer,  reports  as  follows  : — 

“  I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  School  Dental  Service  in 
Warwickshire  for  the  year  1947.  This  is  my  first  Report  as  your  Senior  Dental  Officer.

In  July,  1947,  the  Council  approved  the  appointment  of  10  additional  whole-time 
Dental  Officers  but,  as  I  stated  at  that  time,  it  would  be  very  unlikely  that  advertisements 
could  be  issued  and  appointments  made  in  time  for  any  appreciable  effect  to  be  noticed  by 
the  end  of  .the  year.  Owing  to  the  small  number  of  applications  that  are  received  and  the 
difficulty  in  obtaining  equipment  it  is  only  possible  to  make  one  or  two  appointments  at 
a  time.  Three  additional  Dental  Officers  will,  however,  take  up  their  duties  early  in  1948 
and  further  appointments  will  be  made  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Table  1  shows  the  work  that  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  As  reports  of  the 
dental  work  carried  out  in  the  County  and  former  Part  III.  Authorities  during  previous 
years  were  not  always  complete  it  is  not  possible  to  show  comparative  figures,  but  it  will  be 
apparent  that  as  only  approximately  13,000  have  been  inspected  and  7,000  treated  out  of 
a  total  of  over  50,000  pupils  there  is  still  much  leeway  to  be  made  up  before  the  ideal  of  a 
six-monthly  inspection  and  treatment  can  be  obtained. 

The  popularity  of  the  treatment  carried  out  by  the  Dental  Officers  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  treatment  is  accepted  by  76.2%  of  those  found  to  require  it,  and  with  a  more  fully 
developed  service,  including  the  more  adequate  provision  of  fully  equipped  clinics  which  is 
envisaged,  this  percentage  should  be  increased. 

It  is  often  said  that  the  aim  of  the  school  dental  service  should  be  to  ensure  that  every 
child  shall  leave  school  with  a  sound  set  of  teeth,  but  I  venture  to  suggest  that  this  is  not 
enough.  The  primary  function  should  surely  be  educational,  namely  to  inculcate  a  desire 
to  have  and  to  maintain  a  healthy  mouth,  through  periodic  overhaul  by  a  dentist.  The 
system,  introduced  during  the  year  under  review,  under  which  parents  are  asked  to  agree  to 
the  acceptance  of  continuous  supervision  and  treatment  of  the  child  throughout  school  life 
should  do  much  to  further  this  educational  function  and  the  rest  will  follow,  for,  he  will  then 
not  only  leave  school  with  a  healthy  mouth  but  his  mouth  will  be  kept  healthy  while  he  is 
at  school  and  he  will  have  received  a  training  in  the  way  to  keep  it  so.  As  a  natural 
corollary  there  must  be  an  adequate  staff,  working  under  satisfactory  conditions  and  with 
adequate  equipment  in  order  to  provide  all  the  treatment  that  is  found  to  be  required. 

The  adaptation  of  premises  for  use  as  dental  clinics  at  Sutton  Coldfield,  Poleswortli, 
Bedworth,  Coleshill,  Stratford-on-  Avon,  and  Rugby  is  receiving  consideration.  Perma¬ 
nent  clinics  are  also  badly  needed  at  a  number  of  other  centres,  notably  at  Leamington  Spa 
and  Solihull.  In  both  of  these  areas  portable  equipment  can  be  used  to  a  very  limited  extent 
only  as  spac:  is  rarely  available  in  the  schools  and  vacant  rooms  that  can  be  hired  for  the 
purpose  are  practically  unobtainable.  Until  clinics  are  provided  in  these  two  areas  their 
dental  service  will  inevitably  lag  behind  that  of  the  rest  of  the  County. 

Dental  Health  Education. 

While  the  demand  for  treatment  exceeds  our  ability  to  provide  it  (and  even  with  an  aug¬ 
mented  staff  it  will  be  a  considerable  time  before  the  arrears  of  accumulated  work  can  be 
overtaken)  the  Dental  Officers  will  be  fully  occupied  in  providing  treatment  and  will  be  able 
to  devote  little  time  for  lecture  work.  Propaganda  aimed  at  increasing  the  demand  is  ob¬ 
viously  superfluous  at  the  present  time,  but  short  talks  to  the  children  in  the  schools  on  personal 
dental  hygiene  are  always  valuable.  Some  useful  work  in  this  direction  has  been  done  by  the 
Dental  Officers  and  Health  Visitors.  There  has  not  been  a  great  demand  for  toothbrushes , 
which  have  been  available  to  the  children  at  cost  price  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year  and 
very  little  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  ability  to  obtain  them  at  reduced  cost  in  necessitous 
cases.  432  brushes  have  been  issued.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  as  the  scheme  for  the  supply 
of  toothbrushes  becomes  more  widely  known  an  increasing  number  will  be  disposed  of. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  received  from 
the  Dental  Officers,  Dental  Attendants  and  Headquarters  Staff.  Staff  changes  have  neces¬ 
sitated  re-distribution  of  Dental  Officers  and  their  Attendants,  clinical  work  has  been  intro¬ 
duced  on  Saturday  mornings  and  during  school  holidays,  but  the  loyal  support  of  the  staff 
has  contributed  in  large  measure  to  ensure  the  smooth  working  of  the  service.”
